some of the aldermen to gain this in- 
formation speedily, however, that they) 
did not stop a. ~ suggestion to have 
the™ballot boxes broken into in order 
to secure the poll books containing the 
names of those who voted. Once this 
was found out, it would be easy to 
determine how many votes each had 
been entitled to. | 
Unfortunately for the purposes of 
these aldermen, the law prevides that] 
the ballot boxes shall be kept seal 
for a period of sixty days after the 
taking of a vote. City Clerk Cox, 
when told to bredk into. the ballot, 


each class registered their ballots last. 
Monday. From these statements, com- 
pared with the actual total number 
of votes cast, figures will be prepared 
to show in some sort of fashion how 
the voters were divided. 

Owing to the fact that the ballots 
used in the civic elections are not 
numbered, it will be impossible, of 
course, to find out how each individual
